SOUTHERN REGIONAL EDUCATION BOARD 


Two conferences of far-reaching significance for social work education 
and practice in the South were sponsored recently by the SOUTHERN REGIONAL EDUCATION BOARD 
in Atlanta, Georgia. The first conference, March 19-20, brought together commissioners 

of public welfare, or their representatives, and deans and faculty members of schools of 
social work, to consider questions of recruitment and education of public welfare personnel. 
The second conference, March 21-22, was focused on the recruitment, education and utiliza- 
tion of personnel in mental health programs, The conferees included deans and faculty 

of schools of social work and representatives of mental hospitals, community clinics and 


state mental health programs. 

Both conferences were organized under the general direction of WILLIAM 
J. MC GLOTHLIN, Associate Director for Regional Programs of the Southern Regional Education 
Board. FEDELE F. FAURI, President of CSWE and KATHERINE A. KENDALL of Council Staff, 
served as consultants at both meetings. 


Recommendations designed to increase the number of qualified social work 
personnel in public welfare and mental health programs in the South and to promote more 
effective use of facilities for professional education were proposed by working groups 
and presented in plenary sessions, 

In the process of working together the representatives of professional 
education and of these two important branches of practice arrived at many common understand- 
ings and established a sound basis for on-going regional activity which will undoubtedly 
bring great benefits to the schools and the agencies.

As one of the first psychiatrists on the faculty of a school of social work she brought to social work 
education an awareness that understanding of human behavior is an indispensable base for the practice of 
all social work and that social work education should, therefore, give to every future professional 
social worker a basic knowledge and understanding of the growth and development of individuals. This 
concept of education is now accepted as one of the three basic areas of knowledge which must be included 
in the curriculum of every graduate school of social work. 

Her interest has not been limited to teaching in this area of knowledge but has reached beyond to a 
conviction that to strengthen social work practice it is necessary to begin at the point of admission 
to graduate professional education and that, therefore, the total selective process mst be improved. 
The recent study of admission processes in all graduate schools of social work made by the Conmittee on 
Admissions of the Council was due in no smll measure to her interest and support and will be another of 
the lasting contributions she has made to the field of social work.
